Last Monday afternoon Dr. W. E. B. DuBois, NAACP 
director of research, was fired by the Association’s ‘board 
for having questioned the objectives of America’s foreign’ 
policy as administered by the Truman-Dewey coalition. 


The excuse given by the board for ousting Dr. Du- 
Beis, a founder of the association, is that he made his 
complaint public before it came officially before it. 


Dr. DuBois’ memo on foreign pdlicy had condemned 
the bipartisan foreign policy as being against the colonial 
people and opposed to UN civil rights’ action. He charged 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt had announced she would resign 
her UN post if any other nation brought up the civil 
rights issue. 


‘Under such conditions he opposed having Walter

White, himself, has been active on the political front 
in his Herald-Tribune column, having attacked the can- 
didacy of Henry Wallace twice there recently.

Will the 
East psychoanalyze the West, or vice versa? . 

I predict no agreement on this question. The Mental Hygiene 
Congress can have but one solution.. The West must go to war against 
the East in order to make the East submit to western psychoanalysts.
